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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-4, 11-21, 50-52, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid comprising a 
mutation at position 80 of SEQ ID NO: 2. 

Group II, claim(s) 1 , 5-7, 1 1-21 , 50-52, drawn to drawn to an isolated nucleic acid 
comprising a mutation at position 174 of SEQ ID NO: 2. 

Group III, claim(s) 1 , 8-10, 1 1-21 , 50-52, drawn to drawn to an isolated nucleic acid 
comprising a mutation at position 248 of SEQ ID NO: 2. 

Group IV, claim(s) 22-24, drawn to SEQ ID NO: 4. 

Group V, claim(s) 22-24, drawn to SEQ ID NO: 6. 

Group VI, claim(s) 22-24, drawn to SEQ ID NO: 8. 

Group VII, claim(s) 25, 48-49, drawn to use of polynucleotides in therapeutics.

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-XIII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. 

The claims are drawn to at least 10 consecutive nucleotides comprising at least 
one polymorphic nucleotide. Brennan (US Patent 5,474,796, December 12, 1995) 
teaches oligonucleotides having 10 nucleotides each (10-mers). The oligonucleotides 
represent every possible permutation of the 10-mer oligonucleotide. Therefore, 
Brennan teaches every possible 1 0-mer nucleic acid. Thus, 1 0 consecutive 
nucleotides is not a contribution over the prior art. 

Restriction Requirement Applicable to Groups IX and X: 

3. The claims are drawn to multiple methods in the alternative. The methods 
require three variant sequences. Each sequence is patentably distinct because they 
are unrelated sequences, i.e. these sequences are unrelated because the protein 
encoded by these sequences differ in structure and in function and in biological activity. 
Further, even where the nucleic acid changes have no effect on protein structure or 
function, these sequences themselves represent allelic variations which have different 
diagnostic and therapeutic implications. A restriction is applied to each Group. 

Nucleotide sequences encoding different proteins are structurally distinct 
chemical compounds and are unrelated to one another. These sequences are thus 
deemed to normally constitute independent and distinct inventions within the meaning of 
35 U.S.C. 121 . Absent evidence to the contrary, each such nucleotide sequences are 
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presumed to represent an independent and distinct invention, subject to a restriction 
requirement pursuant to 35 U.S. C. 121 and 37 CFR 1.141 et seq. 

Applicant is required to select one of the variants for examination. The search of 
the selected sequence may include the complements of the selected sequences and, 
where appropriate, may include subsequences within the selected sequences (e.g., 
oligomeric probes and/or primers). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the nucleic acids are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evident or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variant or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) of the other inventions. 

Joint Inventors 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 
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Notice of Rejoinder 

5. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
All claims directed a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of an 
allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained.
